PUSHED BACK. 
BY JAP FIRE 


From Kiangwan to Stra- 
tegic Positions 


By JAMES A. MILLS 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 13— Under 
fire from Japanese land and sea 
batteries, the Chinese army 
abandoned the Kiangwan «alient 
north of Shanghai today and 
withdrew t the fortified second 
line defence network of trenches 
stretching from Shanghai 25 miles 
to the northwest. 

The Chinese retreat was orderly 
and strategic to prepared positions 
which they had expected to fall 
back on as soon as the full force 
of Japan's mechanized advance 
surged against them. 

The Japanese followed hard on 


the heels of the retreating Chinese | 


and quickly occupied the far east- 
ern race course and the now com- 
pletely ruined Kiangwan civic 
centre. The Chinese had held the 
area for a full month, 

Thrusting hard against the centre 
of the Chinese first line at Yang- 


hang, the Japanese sent up re- 
|inforcements in an effort to turn 
the withdrawal into a rout. The 


Chinese held fast, however. 

All day Sunday and all Sunday 
night the battle progressed through 
Yanchang; not a house in the strate- 
gic village 10 miles to the north was 
left standing. Fires were burning 
over large areas of Chapei, Hongkew 
Yangtzepoo and Kiangwan, threatet- 


ing the international settlement it- | 


self. 

Chinese airmen raided the Japan- 
ese warships in the Wangpoo river 
and the Japanese airfield in the 
Yangtzepoo area of the international 
settlement. Some of the Japanese 
craft in the lower Yangtze were hit, 
Chinese claimed. 


JAP SHIPS HIT 


Reports from Nanking headquar- 
ters said five Japanese ships in the 


Shanghai area were struck by the | 


raiding bombers. 
Japanese claimed to have gained 
mile beyond Yonghang, where 


they were consolidating their new | 


positions, won only at admittedly 
heavy cost. Both sides reported 
heavy casualties 

The strategic withdrawal was be- 
lieved to have placed the Chinese in 
a strong position to resist further 
Japanese attacks. The whole Shang- 
hai delta here is criss-crossed with 
endless canals, swamps, lakes and 
rivers, which are expected to make 

extremely djfficult for Japanese 
tanks and heavy artillery to operate 
LOSE PROTECTION 

Moreover, the Japanese as they 
are drawn farther inland will lose 
the protecting curtain of fire from 
their warships in the Yangtze and 
Whangpoo rivers. 

The right flank of the new Chin- 
ese line rests on Soochow Creek, 
just opposite the border of the In- 
ternational settlement. From there 
it runs almost due west to Chenju, 
five miles west of Shanghai. 

From Chenju, the line strikes off 
diagonally to the northwest for 25 
miles through Nansiang and Kiat- 
ing to a point northwest of Liuho 
where the Japanese have establish- 
ed a beachhead for troop landings 
from transports in the Yangtze. 
“HINDENBURG LINES” 

This strongly fortified system is 
described as a series of interlock- 
ing “Hindenburg lines,” 
after the famous German entrench- 
ments of the Great War and built 


under the tutelage of German of- 
ficers. } 
It is composed of successive 


trench systems, with concrete pill 
boxes, bomb proofs and communic- 
ating trenches that link back to the 
roads that run to Nanking and 
Hangchow where heavy forces are 
held in reserve.

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THERE'S ALWAYS A REASON WHEN 
THERE'S A REFORM TO BE BLOCKED 


By Jay Franklin 

Short of Sherman's, the classic definition of 
war is that it is the continuation of policy by 
“other means.” So the fairest definition of 
Toryism is that it is the obstruction of reform 
for “other reasons." 

The multimillionaires admit themselves lick- 
ed on the main lines of argument. Of course 
they are against child labor, of course they be- 
lieve in justice to the farmer, of course they 
are strong for fair hours and decent wages for 
labor, of course they support democracy. 

Yet whenever there is a definite proposal for 
real reform along these social and economic 
lines, “other reasons” pop up like a litter of 
white rabbits in a high silk hat. 

Every one knew what was intended by the 
child labor amendment and if there was any 
doubt the courts were there to go back and de- 
termine what was planned in this measure, 
which was drafted by the most conservative 
Republican attorneys in the Coolidge Congress 
which submitted the proposal to the States. 


“Youth Control” Scare : 

Yet, when there was was danger lest it be 
ratified last year, the same Republicans attack- 
ed it as “Youth Control” and convinced certain 
gullible Catholic spokesmen that it meant 
Federal interference with religious education 
and frightened farmers into a belief that rati- 
fication would forbid a father to have his own 
children help out with the chores. 

Farm tenancy has been recognized as < great 
and growing evil, yet when the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration proposed to do something about it, 
the congressional committees were horrified at 


the idea of establishing any co-operative 
agencies for the tenants 
Because Soviet Russia had “collective 


farms,’ the American Government could not do 
what was called for by the circumstances, lest 
it look like imported Sovietism. When the Re- 
settlement Administration relocated some Vir- 
ginia mountaineers, a _ politician who owns 
large apple orchards objected to Washington's 
“interference with his supply of pauper- 
labor for the picking season. “Other reasons”! 

For years it has been apparent that if we 
are to preserve capitalism in the face of tech- 
nological unemployment, we must shorten the 


hours and increase the wages of industrial 
labor. Unless industry pays people, people 
cannot buy industry’s goods—to put it in the 


simplest terms. 

Yet when a measure was proposed to effect 

this elementary reform, how the welkin rang! 
They are all for labor reform, but Juhn L. 
Lewis is a “dictator,” the sit-down strike is 
“illegal,” the C.1.0. is “Communistic,” the South 
is “menaced,” etc. etc. Yes they’re al] for 
ju theory, but not just yet 
and not in that term. “Other reasons” 
again! 
For ov has been a tenet 
American progressivism and a princ:pal of 
the Liberal dogma that the Supreme Court should 
have a check on its usurped powcr to “say what 
the Constitution is.’ 


Dodge Court 

Yet when Roosevelt proposed his simple re- 
the Federal judiciary, the Const tution 
was “in danger,” Southerners shamelessly 
raised the Negro issue, some Catholics and 
Lutherans were bull-dozed into saying that re- 
ligious liberty was at stake, and the reform be- 
came the people’s “Unfinished Business” for 
the next two years. “Other reasons!’ 

We all believe in democracy, and proudly 
state that ours is a democratic form of ecvern- 
ment. Yet when Roosevelt indorsed the rule 
by popular majorities—which is demucracy— 
the little brothers and sisters of the Golden 
Calf came rushing forward to say that, no, 
ours is not a rule by majorities at all, but a de- 
protect minorities and that it would be 
all wrong and dangerous to accept majority 
rule—that is to say, democracy—as a principle 
of American Government. 

They argue that the elected representatives 
of the people should forget their campaign 
pledges and should vote as their “conscience” 
dictates, and they lauded as “Tribunes of the 
People” those Senators who have succeeded in 
blocking the reforms desired by the mass of 
the people

just yet. A little more slumber,

Well, they've had their innings. They've 
done nothing for seven and a half months in 
Congress and have gone home begging not to 
be recalled to their duty in a special session 
Perhaps they're right. Perhaps the “do nothing” 
policy is nec ry at this stage in the war be- 
tween democracy and plutocracy 

Yet it is an old rule of warfare that even a 
mistaken action is better than n° actior. at all, 
and in time of social unrest and ecunomic 
maladjustment, some of the rules of wat might 
be held

But I forget! There are always “other reas- 
ons” why we should not do our plain duty, 
keep our pledged word and live up to our

I do not yet know what those “other 
reasons’ may be this time but doubtless the 
opposition will soon inform us of why it is 


wrong for our politicians to do the job they were 
elected to do.—New York Post
